It will Interest some of your readers 
to hear Irom Oklahoma Irom a person 
tioin In old Payette. I see by your 
valuable paper that you aie going to 
have, a 
Centennial 
celebration. It 


took old Conuellsvillo ne<uly all that 
time to walce up. We aro' only 1G years 
old yet ive have many cities iu> large 
as Connellsville, with electric light, 
street railways and water works. We 
have farmers who ride in autos and we 
have men that can jump off s. horse 
an<l catch a wolf. Our United States 
marshal can do it; that is why we 
made him marshal. Ha can catch o 
bad man just as easy as he can catch a 
•wolf. This country is an ideal one 


• to live in. Wits have had no bad weath- 


er this year and -15 per cent, ot our 
, plowing is done. Corn is being plant- 
ed. We raise all products of the north 
and "south combined and yon can see 
TV heat, oats, com, cotton, alfalfa, cas- 
tor beans and all farm products grow 
out of the same field. There Is a Cam- 
ily on every 180 acres of land and a 
groat many of the tracts ha\ e two 
families on them, making it a country 
of small farms. Theie are a few Urge 
faims In the 
Indian reservations. 


Among -them Is the Miller Brothers' 


-101 ranch. 
They have 80,000 acres 


enllrelj lu cultivation. They lease the 
land from the Ponca Indians. 


This in the country of opportunities 


for a man of small capital, or large 
either, i will show you how. For in- 
st,ance I have a man on my farm who 
comes to me and wants to raise cot- 
ton and corn on the shares. I am 
glad to get him on the following terms: 
I furnish him a house, wood, a truck 
patch, pastnro for a horse or cow, 
furnish all tools, wagons and teams, 
and pay him one dollar a day when he 
labors for me, and lie gets one-ha!! 
of the cotton and corn. I must Jur 
nish him with piovlslons to keep him 
until the crop is picked. Xow he comes 
•without a cent and has the chance 1 
have jusl mentioned. He will farm 50 
acres, 33 of cotton and 15 of corn. 
An average year he will raise 18 bales 
of cotton, the one-half of which is D, 
and the> average $50 a bale, which 
makes him $450.

lived in an old log house at the mouth 
of Mountz creek. 
I can remember 


whon the survejors came along sur- 
vejing the Pittsburg & Connellsvllle 
railroad. 
1 \\ent to school at the 


Quaker school house on the hill above 
the B. & D. shops, where' the Quaker 
gr<ive yard was. I can remember Gib- 
son's mill and Dav-ldbon'h mil1 nvheie 
'they ground (ho grist for the hardy 
mountaineer that came down on his 
hand sled in winter an'l pullorl his 
meal or buckwheat back up the moun- 
tain on tho hiind sled. I can remem- 
ber when Snvder's old drove stand 
kept diovcs of cattle and hogs over 
night that weie being diiven across 
th'e mountains, and it may bo that 
very few people in that countiy know 
that tho McCoy spring once drove a 
saw mill. My fathci ran the mill for 
Philo Norton. Can't your committee 
find any of that old water mill for your 
Centennial. Perhaps some of my old 
friends would knoiy about the old wat- 
er mill there, such men as Cant. 
Thomas Fee lived at that time.
